known.

th re e years a^o the peach >»rower.-< 
made money and this encourajjfed the 
planting of many new orchards and it 
will bo th e fruit from ihe^^e new or* 
chards th a t will swell the volume. 


It is expected the eastern m arket 
will absorb a ijreat (luantlty of .Nllchi- 
gan peaches this year, and buyers from 
th e New Knjjland cities. Xew York, 
P h iladelphia and lialtim ure and other 
eastern points have already ordered 
hotel accommodations and 
arraujtre- 
m ents for business as soon as the season 
opens. 
Two years ajro considerable 
Michigan fruit was shipped cast and 
Its tine (juality produced a very favor­ 
able impression. 


Maryland and Delaware Short. 


T his year the M aryland crop is al­ 
most a total failure and the Delaware 
and .lersey crops are ?hort. 
T his con­ 
dition of th e ea stfrn crops will leuve 
the m arket wide open for the .MIchiifun 
peach, and hundred-4 of carloads will go 
into th a t section, huiuirles ar»* also be­ 
ing received 
from .Minneapiili?;. St. 
Paul, Om aha, Duluth and o th er wes­ 
tern points as to the .Michigan i>ros- 
pects. and it is probable iluit q u arte r 
will help dispose of the .Michigun su r­ 
plus. 
T he west lias not been a heavy 
jicach eating m arket in the pa?'t for 
Michigan, but in recent year» the west 
has been cultivated to some e.\ient. and 
it is e.xpected th a t tiuiny peaches will 


. be shipped in th a t direction this sea­ 
son.

ImprovemeutB iu Shippinf?. 


W hen the tirst peach shipmenls were 
made from here the fru it was sent al­ 
most entirely by express. 
T h at was 
about 10 years ago, and the express 
company operating in th e fruit district 
had a bonati/.a. 
Then when the tratllc 
had assumed large proportions the C hi­ 
cago vV W est .Michigan railroad pvit on 
a fast freight train 
especially 
for 
peaches. 
Tho facilities atTorded 
in 
th o se early days were not sumptuous. 
An ordlnaVy box car was used and in- 
experiencetl in packing and handling 
the fruit A*as often damaged, and in 
warm w eather it sutTercd from the 
close, unventilated cars. 
T he venti­ 
lated cars, that is, box cars equipped 
with wire screen doors, were put on as 
an ijuprovement. and instead of piling 
baskets one on top of the other until 
the car was full to th e top. the ears 
were furnished with 
thnb*M*s whieh. 
renting on side cleats, formed remov;i> 
hie shelves for the baskets to rest on. 


T he ventilated and stielved cars will 
be used this year for slun't shioments,

trogenous matter. If it cracks and falls 
to pieces during tho process of boiling, 
it is deficient in albnnjen, and therefore
